Sunday. On Sunday afternoon there was really 
& greater reason for discouragement than at any

his condition to that extent at least became more 
hopeful. Without adequate nourishment, death

Before the moruing exami- 
nation to-day he had swallowed six ounces of 
beef jnice without nausea or discomfort 
and this increasing ability to take nourishment 
encouraged the surgeons to hope that the danger 
of deatntiom exhaustion which they regarded 
With most apprehension might be averted. . 
The president passed a quiet morning, taking 
nourishment frequentiy in the shape of 
beef juice and peptorized milk a:d milk 
porridge with an enemata every five or six hours, 
Up to noon he had swaliowed sixteen or seven- 
teen ounces of liquid food, but there had been 
wo 8 06indication of an increase in his 
sivength with the exceptien of a stronger and 
slight improvesent ia his pulse. The

Official Report of her Search for the 
Missing Jeannette. 
Wasuinoron, August 23.—Captain Hoop- 
er, of the steamer Corwin, in his official 
report to Secretary Windom, announces his 
arrival at St. Michael’s, July 4, “from the 
Arctic ocean, where we bad been to pick 
up the land party under the command of 
First Lieut. Herring, which I mentioned 
jn my last report as having been sent 
along the coast of Siberia to investigate 
ine rumored discovery of a wreck last fall 
hy some natives tothe northward of Cape 
Serdez, and to make inquiries of the 
natives about the Jeannette. We reached 
lapan Settlement, the place appointed to 
meet our party, June 29, and found them 
waiting for us. They had been as far 
iorthas Cape Waukaun, latitude 67 54 
north, longitude 167 52 west. They found 
tbe natives who discovered and boarded 
the wreck. Some of the articles 
found by them are one pair of 
Silver bowed spectacles in a- tin 
case, & pair of marine glasses, two table 
koives, one marked with the letter ‘V’ on 
the handle, and awhale iron marked ‘Bb 
K.’ and the mame ‘Macy,’ probably tbat of

“DEATH SPECULATION 


GROWING RAPIDLY IN PENNSYLVANIA 
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| Governor Hoyt’s Opinion of the Businese—He De- 

| mompoes it as the Worst Kind of Swin- 

die, but Says He is Usable to 
Prevent the Traffic, 


Harrispere, August 23.—Statements 
having been made by officers ul deathbed 
insurance companies in this state, that 
Governcr Hoyt had control of policies on 
the lives of old people representing $100,000, 
and that other state cfficials had also 
largely invested in this business, the 
governor was asked by your correspond- 
ent to-day what foundation there wes 
for these allegations, He replied that any 
such statement was a lie, and added 
that he had never hed but one opinion of 
there companies, and that was that they 
were swindlers, morally and mathemati- 


inch in diameter and five dots, probably 
the number of the boat to which it be- 
‘onged. A large number of other things. 
principally carpenters’ tools and galley 
utensils, werefound in the possession of 
the natives, but not having any marks by 
which they cotld be identified, were not 
taken. The facts as taken by Lieutenant 
Herring are asfollows: A party of three 
Tcbucktchees were sealing along the edge 
of the ice, probably about November 1 
1880, when they discovered a dark looking 
object, which, upon examination, proved 
to be the hull cf a vessel filled with water 
The masts and boats were gone and the 
bulwe:gs stove in. A pair of deer horns 
were atfached to the end of the jib boom 
"1 the cabin four corpses were 
found, three in berths and one on 
the floor, showing evidence of having been 
deada longtime. No books or papers were 
saved by the natives, although they say 
they saw some in the cabin, but attached 
no vatue to them, asthey could make no 
use of them, The wind was ovlowing hard 
at the time from the northward, so they 
did not remain on board long. Oa _ the 
following day they again went out to look 
but it was 
The wind had 
changed to the southwest during the 
vight and started the ice, with which the 
ship was surrounded, in a northeasterly 
direction, of course taking the wreck along 
withit. They say they kept a good lookout | 
afterwards, but saw nothing more of it 
here isa report amoug the whalers that 
the Vigilant had a pair of deer horns on 
her jib boom, and if this be so,it would 
indicate that it was the wreck of that vesse: 
[t is probable that the marks on the whale 
iron will be identified and decide 
the matter. I shall forward th se articles 
by the St. Paul to San Francisco, to be left 
at the Merchant’s exchange for the instruc 
tion of those interested No boats were 
found with the vesse!, and it is possible that 
a portion of the crew made an aitempt to 
reach land in them, although even in that 
case, it doesn’t seem possible they could 
still be aiive, knowing as we do they have 
not reached the shore of either continent. 
Lieutenant Herring reports having met 
trading parties of Tchucktchees from Cape 
Jackson, traveliag toward East cape 
and that he learned from them that no 
white men had been seen along the coast 
[t is certain that bad any of the Jeannette 
party landed along that coast, these people 
would have knuwa it. They say that they 
have seen only one vessel near the coast 
westof Kalintchiu bay, the Vega. The na- 
tives were very friendly and gave all the in- 
formation in their possession, furnished 
the party with food for three days, aod as 
sisted them in various ways. Soon after 
eaching Tapkan,a northerly gale came 
op and we had some difficulty in getting 
our party on board. The dogs, sleds aod 
tents and a quantity of provisions were left 
on shore in charge ef the natives. I shail 
endeavor to get them later in the season, 
[It is believed that they will be taken good 
care of until ourreturn. The natives o! 
Cape Serdze saw the Jeannette on her 
way north. A party of walrus 
hunters boarded her. They described her 
asa three-masted steamer, with lots of coal, 
dogs and sleds on deck, and say she had two

After getting our party on 
board, we returned to this p!ace via St 
Lawrence island, where we stopped sev- 
eral hours, on the 3d instant, to allow an 
opportunity to collect ethnological speci- 
mens for the national museum. We en- 
deavored to land on St. Lawrence island on 
our way north, but a northerly gale coming 
on, compelled us to halt off shore and 
while carrying sail, had to get clear of the 
land. We lost our jib boom. We have 
made one from an old jib boom taken 
from the wrecked schooner. We start 
north again on the 8th, and after spend 
ing a few days in Kotzeh sound, and making 
examination of the rivers, extending it #s 
far up as our time will permit, we will go 
north along the American sbore as far as 
the ice will allow. About August 10, we 
will stop to the westward and make an at- 
tempt to land on Heraid isiand and Wran- 
gle Land. The ice is unusually light and 
the continued stray northerly winds justify 
the belies that the Arctic will be weli 
open. | have delegated Lieutenant Doty 
and two men for duty on Otter island, and 
instructed them to remain until the seals 
have taken their departure.

Riding out the pike with the obliging 
y: ung storekeeper we came toa point where

Atthe time of the battle this pine woods 
was anopven field and through it ran a 
ditch. The ditch remains, but its bed is 
dry and overgrown with weeds. Flies 
bvzzed around our heads and bit our hands 
as we made our way along the ditch, for 
here three thousand men fell and we 
were searching for evidences of 
the struggle between Warren and 
Ewell. Of bones there were none in eight, 
but rusty canieens were as plentiful as per- 
siromons and I bad the good luck to find a 
s ump from the rotten heart of which we 
picred a number of minie balls. The 
storekeeper tells me after the desperate 
assaults this ditch was so filled with bodies 
that in one place a oiiner, shod with bloody 
grime, walked for two hundred yards or 
more with human heads for stepping-stones. 
But Warren and Sedgwick, under Grant’s 
stern eye, gave back in kind. So it comes 
that along the ¢clearly-marked line of rebel 
entrenchments on the other side of the thick 

et are several mounds and just as many 
trifling relics of the canteen kind as are to 
be seen in the ditch. The canteens that I 
noticed among ithe weeds, where the men 
of the north stood, are inclined to the oval 

in shape, but those picked up along the 
confederate breastworks were round and 
fiat, like a slice cut crossways from 4 water- 
melon. Campaigners and those familiar 
with the equipment of the two armie, will 
recall that the rebel canteen was as d.ffer- 
ent from the canteen of yankee make as 
is Kentucky corn-juice from Connecticut 
cider or Jersey lightning. 
A THICKET OF DEATH, 

The battle was fought in two defiles—for 
while on the 5th of May it razed along the 
Orange turnpike, at Grant's right band, on 
tne 6:h Hancock and Longstreet wrestled 
along the Orange plank road, to the left of 
Grantend some two miles to the south of his 
heacquarters at Old Wilderness tavern.

VIRGINIA BATTLEFIELDS; 


Returning from the ditch of desolate pines 
ou the federal right, we drove down hill to 
Grant's cleared fie!d,crossed Wilderness run, 
came again to the store, passed over a hard, 
rocky wayon way, red in the hazy sun, 
ight, and after a half hour’s trot struek the 
amous Brock road. Here, atthat thor- 
cugbfare’s intersection with the Stevens- 
burg read, stands an oak, nailed to which 
is a sign poiutiog southeast to Coanceliors 
vile and south to Spottsylvania Court 
House. This point of inierseciion is his- 
vorie for more incidents than one. Ona 
day in May, 1863, Jackson led his 25 000 
veterans by quick and secret march to this 
_ree and, wheeling, swept in resisiless fury 
down the road until he gave Hooker his 
lasting scar and fouud for himself the 
death-wound of a hero. Ooaday in May, 
1864, Getty hurries past the oak to the 
piank road below, that he may stop Lee's 
oncoming host and thwart Lee’s purpose 
to crush the new chief of a grander army 
than his own. ‘There in the thicket to the 
right Getty strikes the enemy and holds 
him, bat grows weakerand weaker as the | 
moments tly, so that he slaps his thigh for 
joy when he hears the ringing huzza of Han 
cock’s men as they brilliantly end a brilliant 
march in the nick of time. There in the 
thicket the gallant Hays has given his life, 
and dying men are at the root of every 
pine. Into the undergrowth moyes Han- 
cock’s great line of battle, and hour atter 
1cur he wrestles with the foe. Trees are 
stripped of their limbs, the dead leaves of 
past autumns are swept by fire and the 
rattle of musketry tells of the desperate 
work in the depths. 

I rode along the Brock road for about 
three miles to the ruinsof the Brock house 
in a small, fallow, unfenced field, haif way 
to Todd’s tavern. ‘ithe growthof timber on 
either side of the road is unbroken. There 
isnotasign of human habitation. The 
woods are so dense that at some points it 1s 
impossible to see twenty yards with 
in, and at no piace is an objecta bundred 
yards off from the road discoverable.

“Whoop ‘im! Whoop ’im’s’take him!” 

‘Rup, little niggabs, run!” 

Uucer the circamstances it didn’t take 
me jong tu hop out of bed and get to the 
window to see what the fuss was all about. 
Across a corn-field down near the Wilder- 
ness creek, a big buck, with two dogs at 
his tail. was scooting like Maud S. on the 
2:10 track, and, tollowing, were five little 
darkies, hot footed, but in spite of their 
best endeavor drepping beaind. Away 
went the deer out from the corn, through 
the shallow water the creek and, with 
wel belly, up the hill whereon Grani’s 
headquarters once stvuo.l, darting thence to 
the shelter of the forest a little ways to the 
porth, In trout of the siore a dozen yards 
from my window three or four men were 
tessing the dogs on with excited cries and 
antics ludicrous eaough to begeta laugh 
even in a person rudely aroused from sleep. 

“What's in the wind?” I asked. 

“Nuthin ‘tall ‘cept the littie shavers 
eotched a buck inthe co’n an’ they tuck 
au’ tuck arter ‘im.

For eight and forty hours the blind giants 
fought with desperate purpose and then, 
leaving twenty-five thousand men to the

attle-grounds beyond. 


FOOTPRINTS OF THE ARMIES. 


Here inthe Wilderness are the best pre- 
served heel-prints and claw-marks of the 
war. The face of the earth retains scars as 
as well as the face of a man, and nature, 
when jet alone, will show scratches made 
by those who long since have been gather- 
ed beneath her green. As soon as a line of 
breastworks was thrown up in these uns 
trodden ferests there sprang from the sub. 
soil all sorts of shrobs end wood plants, 
which, with the coating of shatters blown 
from the pines around, resist the wear and 
tear of time. The Wilderness is a wide 
stretch of timber on rocky, rolling land, 
coveri the northeastern corner of 
Spottsylvania county. At the southern 
ri a few miles from th:s heart of it, is 
the Chancellorsville batwie ground, filteen 
miles below is the scene of slaughter at 
Fredericksburg, aud to the south is the 
Spottsylvania Court Ho where occurred 
the terrific twin battie to one delivered 
a Every square mile of land 
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and their ends are charred in the place 
where a roaring wood fire helped Long- 

street to make a temporary breach in the 
line. Three quarters of a mile in the woods 
io the west, and parallel to Hancock's en 

trenchments, are the confederate breast 

works. They stretch to theright and left 
of the plank road and run for a seemingly 
interminable distance. The earthworks 
that [saw at Buil Ran, inthe Peninsula, 
at Fredericksburg and at Chancellorsvilie 
were slight compared with these, but when 
the armies started onthe Rapidan cam 

paign they knew the value of the shieid oi 
sand, 

This was the strangest battle ever fought 
and it isthe strangest battle-field. There 
falls the dusk of an Angust day and a vast 
breadth of crimson slants up from the 
west in the treck of the sun. Trees are to 
the right and left and everywhere, and the 
silence of ihe Wilderness oppresses. It is 
easy to think of New Engiand’s King 
Philip, of Boone, of Tecumseh and of Tip 

pecanoe, but it is difficult to keep the mind 
upon generous Wadsworth, who fell here, 
upon Sedgwick, who soon followed, upon 
Lee and Grant. To regard this as a place 
of battle where vainted warriors dodged 
from tree to tree and pioneer riflernen held 
their own, is natural enough, butit is hard 
to realize that here was tought a battle 
according to the art of war, that here Grant 
and Lee met for the first time, and that here 
was begun such a series of awful combats 
as the world never saw before. ;

Last Wednesday in Twiggs county the skeleton 
ofan orphan boy, Charley Arnoid, was found in 
the woods and from facts that surround the 
affair, certainly one of the biackest and most 
atrocious crimes has been szaded to the annals ol 
that county. Young Aruold when quite small 
was bouad to Joseph Joues,a prominent lawyer 
of Jeffersonville. He remained with mr. Jones a 
faithful boy; but having a most unhappy 
home About oue month ago he 
was found missing and nothing wus 
known of his whereabouts uutil last Wednesday, 
when as stated above his bones were found ia 
the woods. Onthe day that he lejt home he 
was severely beaten by a brotherof Mr. Jones, 
we are told. lt might have beea supposed that 
the unfortunate boy had put an end to his own 
existence but the facts surrounding the case 
point directly to some one as the author of the 
awful deed. Near where he was found, tied to 
the limb of a tree about thirty feet from the ground 
was a rope and under the rope Were several of 
the dead boy’s teeth. Oo s»me bushes near was 
his shirt, aud it is stated that a bullet-hole was 
found in the back. The shirt was stained with 
blood. His body having been moved from the 
tree where he must have been murdered shows 
couclusively that he was not the instrument of 
hisown death. We learn that there are various 
rumors afloat, and that the citizens of Twiggs are 
greatly incensed at the atrocity of the crime.

side the dead body of a colored man, which was 
subsequently identified as that of Richard Smyli. 
There was a wound in the neck and another in 
the body just below the last rib, which pene~ 
trated the liver. 

The parties hastened on to the city and notfied 
Coroner Sheftall about half-pasi eignt o’clock iu 
the morning, He immediately proceeded to the 
spot, aod, after examining the body, ordered it 
to be removed to the home of the deceased on 
St. Gaul street. The coroner then entered into 
partial investigation and ascertained the names 
ofsome of the parties who were at the frolic 
and who also were in the difficulty. While 
there was no direct proof obtained suspicioi 
was sufficiently strong to warrant the arrest of 
Boston King, colored, who has been in several 
ugly affairs heretofore, and been on trial in the 
superior court. Boston, it appears, was with 
the crowd after leaving Graham’s house, and i: 
is suspected fired the fatal shot. He was arrested 
during tte morning and committed to jail by 
the coroner tu answer the charge of murder The 
1ollowing parties were also arrested aud confined 
in jail last night as witnesses: Macky Johuson, 
Cyrus Williams, Josephus Norman, Bryav sykes, 
John Graham and ahala Johnson, the latter 
the brevet wife of Boston King.

He saw Stewart on the 
eround, and went back to the residence 
and told his wife the circumstances 
While taiking, one of the men stepped up 
to the door and said: G——d you, 
do you want to take it up?”

A HISTORIC POINT 


DWELT UPON BY JUDGE BLACK. 


The Last Days of Buchanan’s Administration Ua-~ 
d-r Disoussion—Judge Biack’s Relations 
With Howsli Osbb— The Ques- 
tion of the Secession. 


Frank A. Burr in Philadelphia Press. 
COBB § POSITION, 

“Is the statement in last Sunday’s Press 
concerning you and Mr. Cobb accurate?” 

“Not perfectly. Mr. Cobb was conscien- 
tiously, and, upon principle, a thorough 
secessionist. We argued the subject ofte:, 
radically disagreeing. Once, in my office, 


i proposed a practical way of putting an 
end to the controversy. I would write 
down in afew words my belief and sub 

mit it tothe president, who was the. only 
man aboveus. If he should say I was wrong 
1 would resign in five minutes,and Mr Cobb 
should retire if the president should decide 
against him. It never struck me that there 
was anything offensive in this proposition, 
or I certainly would not have made it. He 
did not fly into any rage, but it hurt him, 
and he said that he did not feel insulted 
only because he knew thatI intended no 
insult, Of course, I hastened to disclaim 
all disrespect ; for, notwithstanding our dif- 
ferences of opinion, even upon that great 
and vital question, I was his ardent friend. 
No one who knew him, eiiber asa co-worker 
or au opponent, could help respecting him. 
He was honorabie, upright and sincere, true 
to his convictions, perfectly faithful to his 
duties as he understood them, and a man 
of great intellectual ability. What you 
say about Thompson is quite erroneous. 
He was very far from being a “prom- 
inent union man.” It is true that he saw 
the wrong and danger of secession, but he 
was thoroughly convinced that if his state 
decided to go-out he was morally and legal- 
ly bound to go with her, and endure all the 
disasters that might follow. This belief was 
iaculcated with so much vigor, earnestness 
and ability, and was accepted by southern 
men so generally, that it became a kind of 
superstition. Mr. Davis shared it fully, and 

though he was in the breeching, and held 

back all he could, he was dragged ot; at 
least I was satisfied, from his own deciara- 
tions, that he was in that 

attitude. But J had so high an 

opinion of his judgment, prudence and 
sense of duty thatI thought I conld con- 
vince him of his error. Therefore I went 


vith Mr. Thompson to his house, and the 
talk lasted tilllateinthe night. He listened 
with great patience, for he knew, and said 
he knew, that 1 did not participate in those 
feelingsof enmity to the southern people, 
which he was afraid would break out in 
violent hostility when the abolitionists got 
possession of the federal government, and 
which bad already been mauifested in divers 
ways. Of course, | recollect but little be- 
sides the general tenor of the conversation, 
l held that what the southern men 
cf that time called ‘allegiance’ to 
the state was an absurdity; that the word 
sa3 a feudal one and expressed the duty of 
« vassal to hislord. It had no pro;er place 
ia our political vocabulary. ‘Obedience to 
the laws is the duty of an American citi- 
zen.’ Federal and state laws are of equal 
obligation, assuming them to be not ex- 
pressiy or impliedly forbidden by the con- 
sutution. If the federal government shal! 
act oppressively and‘tyrannically upon the 
people of astate you may have the right of 
revolution, but the legal right of secession 
has no existence, and when you make this 
movement against the federal 
government you should plainly avow 
it to be a revolution, and be prepared to 
take the consequences. Then you would 
have to state to a candid world .he reasons 
which impel you to a separation. At pres- 
ent you have noreasons. You have suffered 
no actualinjary at the hands of anybody 
for whom the government is responsible. 
lf you stand steadily to your posts inside 
of the union, what can the new adminis- 
tration do to hurt you? We have 
a sound judiciary, a house of represen- 
tatives which may be trusted ivr the 
present at least, and a strong majority 
in the senate, which cannot possibiy be 
changed for the next four years. If he at- 
tempts to use his executive power for a 
purpose merely lawless he wiil not have 
the support of a corporal’s guard to sustain 
him. Howcan you think of foregoing 
these great advantages for the doubtfui 
chances of secession? But reflect upon the 
condition in which you place us) These 
abolitionists are even more rancorous 
against us than against you. If you go out 
you leave us to their mercy. We 
cannot butremember the warning which 
we have received from all our great puodlic 
men—notably Mr Clay and Mr. Webster— 
that if that taction gets possession of 
supreme power it will break down all the 
defenses of life, liberty and property, 
orth and south. Without your aid 
and assistance in keeping them within 
‘imits we havea terribly bad prospect be- 
fure us. But if we do not desert one another 
our mvral political power united will 
be sufficient to save us. You see 
it is not merely a_ sentimental 
ttachment to the union, or only 
: love forte country of Washington aad 
Jackson, or friendship to you, or sympathy 
with your people. or reverence for the great 
men of the south who fought our battles 
and settled our institutions; these are all 
felt by the northern democrats, and we 
dislike the thought of separation for all 
these reasors”’ 

“To allthis Mr. Davis had an answer. 
What [ said did not seem to make much 
impression upon him. He was thoroughly 
vrounded in the theory of secession. He 
:elt certain that it was too late to resist the 
tide, and so did Mr. Thompson. 

BUCHANAN AS A PATRIOT. 


“What of Mr. Buchanan?’ 
“Tam not pow engaged in defending his 
character, That task has been assigned to 
his biographer, who has ali the materials 
necessary toa complete vindication. Mr.

THE DEATH OF GENERAL LEE. 


Interesting Private Lotter From the 


CHARLOTTESVILLE, -Va, August 23—Io 
the fallcf 1870, we went to Lexington to 
visit General and Mrs. Lee. Perfecily do 
I recal! my impression of the general as he 
advanced to meet me. The preoccupied, 
care-worn expression that his face had 
worn during the war was gone, and 
he looked as I had remembered him 
years before. He had eccepted the results 
of the war. There was no reserve of bit- 
terness, no useless regrets, but the brave 
determination to make his life useful. If 
the true indication of genius is the power 
of concentration Upon any given subject, 
General Lee demonstrated it in his active, 
thorough. interest in his daties as president 
of acollege. Onaefelt that it was nota 
forced interest, but a deep solicitude for 
the youth of the county. 

Looking better for several years, ener- 
getic and active, how was it possible to 
realiz+ that death was waiting in the near 
future-—merciless déath that heeded not a 
people’s cry that he might be spared to 
lead in peace as he had in war. e 
doubt not but that he would have modera- 
ted bitterness and counseled wisely. We 
bade him farewell on Monday, September 
26, after several days most pleasantly spent, 
and on the Wednesday foliowing suddenly 
and as a shock to the whole country came 
the avant-courier of death. I will here 
add aietter from Mrs. Lee, giving some 
detai's of the sad event, and bespeaking 
her own nobie, beautiful character:

‘| was bitieu by a dog about the middle 
of March,”’ he explained, between deep 
inspirations of breath, accompanied by a 
wild, frightened look in his eyes, “Ihe 
dog was running around, chewing up pieces 
of rags, and when | hit it with my pipe, it 
jumped at me and bit me here in the fleshy 
part of the thumb,”’ showiog a small 
wound perfectly healed and almost invisi 
ble “LT putsome salve on it. It didn’t 
trouble me till Monday. Then I had a 
pain ia the side and back of my head. 
Tuesday morving I felt sick, and when I 
went outin the vupen air, and the wind 
struck me, 1 commenced io bark like a 
dog.’’
